RETURN “ of all Orders in Council under the Cattle Disease 
(Ireland) Acts, now in force.” 


Order in Council of 22 May 1866. 

By tlie Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland. 

Wodchousc. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of the 11th and 12th years of Her present 
Majesty’s reign, c. 107, certain powers were given to make Orders and Regulations to 
prevent the spreading of contagious and infectious disorders among sheep, cattle, and 
other animals, and the said Act has since been from time to time continued by divers 
subsequent statutes : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in this the 29th year of Her Majesty’s reign, 
c. 4, it is amongst other things enacted, that the several powers and authorities by tho 
said above-mentioned Acts, being the Act of 11 & 12 of Her Majesty, c. 107, and the 
Acts continuing the same, vested in the Lords and others of Her Majesty’s Privy Council, 
shall and may be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, to whom 
also power is thereby given, from time to time, to make such Orders and Regulations as 
to him or them may seem necessary (including the compulsory slaughter and burial of 
animals in an infected state, or likely to propagate infection) for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the introduction of the cattle plague into Ireland, and for the purpose of preventing 
the spreading of the same in case it should appear in Ireland, and of making all other 
Orders or Regulations for enforcing and giving better effect to the said Act, or the said 
recited Acts : 

And whereas a contagious or infectious disorder having appeared among cattle within 
that part of the United Kingdom called Great Britain, which disorder is generally 
designated as “ The Cattle Plague,” it was deemed expedient to take measures for pre- 
venting such disorder from extending to that part of the United Kingdom called Ireland, 
and also with a view to checking the spreading of the said disorder in case it should so 
extend, for which purpose the Lords of Her Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council 
have heretofore made certain Orders and Regulations, amongst others an Order bearing 
date the 20th January 1866 : 

And whereas the said disorder has appeared in Ireland, which disorder may be recog- 
nised by the following symptoms Great depression of the vital powers, frequent 
shivering, staggering gait, cold extremities, quick and short breathing, drooping head, 
reddened eyes, with a discharge from them, and also from the nostrils, of a mucous nature, 
raw-looking places on the inner side of the lips and roof of the mouth, diarrhoea or dysen- 
teric purging.” 

And whereas it is expedient to make further provisions under the powers vested in us 
in and by the said recited Acts, and to modify and alter the said Order, bearing date the 
20th January 1866 : 

Now we, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s 
Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in pursuance of the powers so vested in us, order 
and direct as follows — That from and after the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin 
Gazette”: — 

1. This Order shall extend to all parts of that part of the United Kingdom called 
Ireland. 

2. In this Order the word “ animal ” shall mean any cow, heifer, hull, bullock, ox, calf, 
sheep, lamb, goat, or swine, and any horse, mule, or ass kept in the same field, house, 
stable, or buildincr with any cattle ; and the word “ cattle ” shall mean any cow, heifer, 
bull, bullock, ox, or calf; ‘‘disease” shall mean the cattle plague; “diseased” shall 
mean affected by the cattle plague. 

3. In all provisions of this Order to he enforced within the police district of Dublin 
metropolis, the words “ county inspector of constabulary ” shall signify one of the com- 
missioners of the Dublin metropolitan police ; and “constable” shall signify a superin- 
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tendent or inspector, or acting inspector of the Dublin metropolitan poUce ; and the 
lorfs “ petty sessions court” sfi.ll signify any of the offices of the dmsional justices of 
the said district. 

4. Any person appointed, or to be appointed, by the Lord Lieutenant, or other 
Chief Governor or governors of Ireland, an inspector, for the purposes of this Order shall, 
throughout Ireland, have and exercise all the powers conferred upon any inspector by 
this or any other Order to be made under the said last-mentioned Act. 

5 Every person having in his possession, or under his custody, any .animal labouring- 
under or having symptoms of the said disorder, shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
nearest constabulary station of the district within which sncli animal is or, it within the 
Dublin metropolitan police district, to one of the superintendents of the metropolitan 
police. 


6 Every constable shall have power within his district to enter upon and inspect any 
premises or place in which he has reason to believe that any animal is labouring under 
the «aid disorder, and to examine and inspect, whenever and wherever he may deem it 
necessary, any animal within such district which he has reason to suspect to be labouring 
under the disorder ; ond such constable shall report the fact of every sucli visit, with its 
results, to the petty sessions court of the district in which such visit has been made at the 
next sitting of such court. 

7. Whenever any constable shall receive or obtain information that any animal is 
labouring under the said disorder, he shall, by the next post, or, if possible, by telegram, 
communicate such information to the Chief Secretary, or Under Secretary, to the Lord 
Lieutenant, who shall immediately order a competent person as inspector to proceed, 
without delay, to the place where the animal alleged to be so labouring is, and to inspect 
the same; and such inspector shall, on the same day, forward to the said Chief Secretary, 
or Under Secretary, a report stating whether, in his opinion, the animal is, or is not, 
affected with the disorder. 


8. Such constable shall communicate also to the nearest magistrate the report which he 
has transmitted to the Chief Secretary, or Under Secretary ; and if such magistrate shall 
satisfy himself that there are reasons for grave suspicion that the animal mentioned 
in the constable’s report is labouring under the said disorder, he shall have power to issue 
an Order (to be in operation for three days, or until such time as the inspector shall 
finally report that such animal is free from the said disorder, and subject to such condi- 
tions as he may think proper) prohibiting the removal of such animal from the land or 
premises where the said animal shall be, and requiring all other animals to be kept sepa- 
rate and apart from it. 


Infected Districts. 

9. On receipt of information to the effect that an animal is labouring under the said 
disorder, not being within a district already marked out as an infected district, as herein- 
after provided, the Lord Lieutenant shall send without delay, to the place where such 
animal is, one or more competent persons, who shall mark out a certain line around such 
place, and lay down the same upon the Ordnance map. The limit of the district enclosed 
shall be shown by well-defined boundaries, and all the district within such boundaries 
shall he called e - An Infected District,” and such competent person or persons shall forth- 
with forward to the county inspector of constabulary a description of such district, and 
marked as aforesaid on the Ordnance map. 

10. On receipt of such information, the county inspector of constabulary shall, without 
delay, cause to be posted, in all public places within 10 miles of the infected district, a 
notice describing the boundaries of the same ; and, from the date of the posting of the 
first of such notices, it shall not be lawful for any person to hold any fair within such 
“ infected district,” or to move out of such “ infected district ” any animal whatsoever ; 
hut any animal, it certified by an inspector to he free from disease, may he slaughtered, 
and the carcase of such aniinal may be sent out of such infected district, provided that its 
skin and offal shall be left within the district; and no skin of any animal slaughtered, or 
d } ,in g> within such district shall be removed without being disinfected, and without the 
permission of the inspector, provided that this prohibition shall not extend to the carrying 
any animal through any such district by a railway train. 

11. From the date of the posting of such notice, the county inspector of constabulary 
shall station, at all necessary places, constables and sub-constables, who shall prevent the 
egress of all animals and domestic fowls from the “ infected district,” and shall prohibit 
the transit or passage of all animals and domestic fowls by or through any part of the 
said district, except in railway trains, and shall, as far as possible, prevent any animal or 
domestic fowls from approaching the boundaries of such district, and shall prevent the 
carrying out of any forage, litter, or manure therefrom. 

12. From the date of the posting of the first of such notices, all dogs within the infected 
Sued ° r ' Vlt ' m tW ° miie3 ° f ^ infectKl distciot . »t that date shall be kept shut up or 
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13. Such “infected district ” shall remain and be considered as an infected district, and 
subject to the regulations herein applicable to an infected district so lono- as any case of 
disorder exists within it, and for a period of 21 days after the last case of death or 
recovery, to be certified by the inspector, and until such inspector shall have certified that 
all proper precautions have been taken for the purposes of disinfection. 

14. No cart or other vehicle or utensil, or anything else that has been used in connec- 
tion with or been kept near diseased cattle, shall be permitted either to leave the infected 
district or to be used for, or brought in contact with the remaining sound cattle within it 
without being first thoroughly cleansed and disinfected under the superintendence of the 
constabulary or police. 

15. No fairs shall be held within ten miles of the infected district except by licence 
from the Lord Lieuteuant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland. 

16. No market, auction, exhibition, or sale of cattle, sheep, lambs, goats, or swine, shall 
be held withiu five miles of an infected district, except as hereinafter mentioned ; that is 
to say : — 

First. — Cattle belonging to the owner or occupier of premises that are not situate 
within the limits of an infected place, if the cattle are free from disease, and have 
been in possession of the owner or occupier not less than twenty-eight days imme- 
diately previous to the sale, may be sold on such premises : 

Secondly. — Markets may be held for the sale of cattle intended for immediate 
slaughter ; provided that no cattle shall be removed from such market until they have 
been marked in the manner in which cattle are ordinarily marked for slaughter, 
according to the custom of such market, or, if there is no such custom, by clipping 
the hair off the end of the tail ; and all cattle required to be marked by this regula- 
tion shall be slaughtered within four days from the date of the holding of such 
market (if sold) by or by the order of the purchaser, or (if not sold) by or by the order 
of the owner, and shall in no instance be taken beyond the limit of one mile from the 
market-house or market-place where such market shall be holden. 

17. If any cattle are sold in contravention of this regulation, both the seller and the 
purchaser of such cattle shall be deemed guilty of an offence against this Order. 

18. If any cattle required to be marked by this regulation are not so marked, the per- 
sons for the time being in charge of such cattle shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against this Order. 

19. If any cattle required to be slaughtered by this regulation are not so slaughtered* 
the purchaser or owner of such cattle or his agent (as the case may be) shall be deemed 
guilty of an offence against this Order. 

20. If any cattle are removed in contravention of this regulation, the person removing 
such cattle and the person causing, directing, or permitting the removal of such cattle, 
shall respectively be deemed guilty of an offence against this Order. 

21. No sheep, lambs, goats, or swine shall be brought into or exposed for sale in any 
market for the sale of cattle under the last preceding regulation, except for the purpose 
of immediate slaughter ; and all such sheep, lambs, goats, and swine, when brought into 
or exposed for sale in any such market, shall be subject to the last preceding regulation 
in the same maimer as if they were cattle, except that they shall be marked in such 
manner as the market authority may direct, instead of in the manner prescribed by the 
said regulation. 


Branding of Cattle in Infected District. 

22. To prevent the cattle of an infected district beincr clandestinely removed from it, 
or others substituted for them, each animal shall be branded with a certain mark on a par- 
ticular place, indicating that the branded cattle belong to an infected district. 

23. It shall not be lawful to remove cattle thus branded from an infected district unless 
they have been branded also with another mark indicating that the district to which they 
belong or from whence they come has ceased to be infected. 

24. All such cattle shall be re-branded should the infected district brand from time or 
accident or other causes be obliterated. 


Regulations relative to Drainage and other Stable Refuse, %c. 

25. When the disease exists in a place where the drainage of the premises or yards in 
which are kept diseased cattle, runs into a common drain, river, or ditch, a distinct cess- 
pool shall be made to receive it-, so that the infected drainage shall be kept until dis- 
infected on or near the premises. It shall be daily thoroughly disinfected. The distinct 
cesspool thus made shall be so situated or fenced that animals cannot go near it. 
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Locking-up of Sheds, Stables, and Yards. 

26. The divisions of premises in which there are or have been recently diseased cattle 
shall be kept locked or otherwise closely fastened, and all persons excluded from them, 
excepting those in special attendance on the animals, or employed for the purpose of 
cleansing and disinfecting. 


Slaughter of Diseased and other Animals. 

27. Every inspector shall cause all animals affected with the cattle plague to he 
slaughtered. 

28. Every inspector shall cause every animal that has died of cattle plague, or has 
been slaughtered in consequence of being affected with cattle plague, to be buried as 
soon as possible in its skin in some proper place, and to be covered with a sufficient quan- 
tity of quicklime or other disinfectant, and with not less than six feet of earth ; and in the 
case of burial being necessary at a distance from the place of death, he shall cause all 
practicable means to be taken for preventing the carcase from becoming the vehicle of 
infection before the removal thereof, and the skins of all animals so buried shall be scored 
so as to prevent their being used. 

29. Every inspector shall cause the yard, shed, stable, field, or other premises in which 
any animal affected with cattle plague has been kept while affected by the disease, or has 
died or been slaughtered, to be thoroughly cleansed and disinfected, and all hay, straw, 
litter, dung, or other articles that have been used in or about any such animal, to be burnt 
or otherwise destroyed; and no fresh animal shall be admitted into any yard, shed, stable, 
field, or other premises in which any animal affected with cattle plague has been kept 
while affected by the disease, or has died or been slaughtered, until the expiration of thirty 
days after the cleansing and disinfecting of such premises in pursuance of this Order. 

30. An inspector may, if he thinks fit, cause to be slaughtered any animal that has 
been in the same shed or stable, or in the same herd or flock, or in contact with any animal 
affected with cattle plague within any such district: Provided always, that the Lord 
Lieutenant may reserve animals (ordered to be slaughtered as aforesaid) for the purpose 
of experimental treatment. 

31. The’ inspector who causes any animal to be slaughtered under this Order, shall 
report to the Chief or Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant the value of the animal so 
slaughtered, and the Chief or Under Secretary shall direct such compensation as may 
appear to him just and reasonable to be paid to the owner, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the said last-mentioned Act, provided that no compensation shall in any case be 
paid in respect of any animal found affected with cattle plague on a market or highway, 
or in respect of any animal which has been moved or otherwise dealt with in contraven- 
tion of this Order, or any Order of an inspector made in pursuance thereof. 

32. No person who may be brought into contact with any diseased animal shall take 
with him out of such “ infected district ” any clothes or garment which such person may 
have worn while in contact with any such animal, either by wearing the same or other- 
wise, without taking all such precautions against propagating infection by means thereof, 
as the Lord Lieutenant by any order may direct. 

33. No dog accompanying a drover, or of the description ordinarily used by drovers or 
persons in charge of cattle, sheep, or swine, shall be brought into any part of Ireland by 
any person, if the last place on land from whence such dog shall have been brought shall 
be any part of Great Britain. 

34. From and after the date of the publication of this Order in the « Dublin Gazette,” 
there shall be revoked the following Order, that is to say, the Order of 20th January 
1866, without prejudice nevertheless to the prosecution of any offence that may have been 
committed against the said Order, or to the recovery of any penalty in respect of such

every such offence, forfeit any sum not exceeding 20 1, which the justice or justices before

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Order in Council. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland. 


Abercorn. 

Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of the 11th and 12th years of Her present 
Majesty’s reign, c. 107, certain powers were given to make Orders and Regulations for the 
purpose of preventing the spreading of contagious or infectious diseases among cattle, 
sheep, horses, swine, and other animals, and the said Act has since been from time to 
time continued by divers subsequent statutes : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in the Session of the 29th year of Her said 
present Majesty’s reign, c. 4, it was amongst other things enacted that the several powers 
and authorities by the said in part recited Acts vested in the Lords and others of Her 
said Majesty’s Privy Council should and might be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her said Majesty’s 
Privy Council in Ireland, to whom, with the advice aforesaid, power was thereby given 
from time to time to make certain Orders and Regulations for the purposes in said several 
Acts mentioned : 

And whereas it is deemed expedient to prohibit and prevent the importation of animals 
into that part of the United Kingdom of Great. Britain and Ireland called Ireland, from 
foreign parts, save and except Spain and Portugal, and to permit the importation of 
animals from Spain and Portugal only, subject to certain restrictions : 

Now we, James Marquess of Abercorn, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by and with the 
advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in exercise of the powers 
given to us by the statutes aforesaid, order as follow s : 

1. In this Order the word “animal ” shall mean and include any cow, heifer, bull, bul- 
lock, ox, calf, sheep, or pig. 

2. That on and after the date of the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin Gazette,” 
no animals shall be imported or introduced into that part of the said United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland, which shall come from or shall have been in any 
foreign port or place, save and except Spain or Portugal. 

That animals may be imported into Ireland from any port or place in Spain or Portugal, 
but only under the conditions and restrictions hereinafter mentioned and set forth ; that 
is to say : 

From and after the date of the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin Gazette ” all 
animals imported into Ireland from Spain and Portugal shall, on or before being landed, 
be examined by an inspector appointed for that purpose by the Lord Lieutenant, 
and no animal found by such inspector to be suffering from disease or evincing such 
symptoms as would lead such inspector lo suspect the existence of disease even in a latent 
form, shall be allowed to enter Ireland from the sea-board, or if landed previous to in- 
spection, shall be permitted to remain on shore, but in the latter case shall be forthwith 
returned on board the vessel from which it had been disembarked. In case the disease 
with which the rejected animal is affected, or suspected to be affected, be of an infectious 
or contagious nature, none of the animals belonging to the cargo to which such animal 
belonged shall be landed, or if landed before inspection shall be allowed to remain on 
shore, and whether on shore or on board all animals affected or suspected to be affected 
with infectious or contagious disease, or which have been in the same vessel with such 
animals, may be treated and dealt with according to the Order in Council of the 22nd day 
of May 1866, and the ship or vessel containing such animals and all contained therein may 
be treated and dealt with as being within a proclaimed or infected district, according to 
the aforementioned Order in Council. 

All animals imported into Ireland from Spain or Portugal shall, before being landed, 
be marked for slaughter by having the hair cut closely from off their tails, and be branded 
with an X on their left hip, or in such other manner as the Lord Lieutenant shall direct. 

No animal imported into Ireland from Spain or Portugal shall be brought from the 
vessel in which they have been imported, to any premises or place for sale or keep, ex- 
cepting such premises or place as shall have been approved of by the Lord Lieutenant, 
and no such animal shall be moved from such last-mentioned premises to any slaughter- 
house or place in which animals may be subsequently placed, without a license for their 
removal granted by the inspector appointed as aforesaid by the Lord Lieutenant. 

No animals imported from Spain or Portugal from the time of their being landed in 
Ireland until slaughtered, shall be allowed to enter any public fair or market, or any 
place or premises in which are kept, rested, or sold, any other animals, excepting such as 
are, like themselves, marked and intended for immediate slaughter, and the movement of 
such animals lawfully landed at the port of Dublin shall be limited to the boundaries of 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police district ; and in case of their being landed at any other 
port in Ireland, their movement shall be confined to the limits of the borough or town- 
ship to which tiie port of their disembarkation appertains. 

3. Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of the said Acts, for

Order in Council. 

By the Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council of Ireland. 

Whereas!^ pursuance of the authority of the statute passed in the Session of the 
11th and 12th years of the reign of Her present Majesty, c. 107, and divers subsequent 
statutes continuing the same, various Orders were made by the Lords and others of Her 
Majesty’s Privy Council, and by three of said Orders bearing date respectively, the 7th 
and 13th September, and 27th November 1865, the removal to any port or place m that 
part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland from any port 
or place in that part of the said United Kingdom called Great .Britain of skins, hides, f 
horns, hoofs, or other parte of any cow, heifer, bull, bullock, ox, or calf, was prohibited, 
save as to hides, skins, and horns brought into Great Britain from India, South America, 
and Australia, and afterwards removed from Great Britain to Ireland, as in said Orders 
mentioned : 

And whereas by a further Act passed in the Session of the 29th year of Her said 
present Majesty’s reign, c. 4, it was amongst other things enacted, that the several powers 
and authorities by the said Acts vested in the Lords and others of Her said Majesty’s 
Privy Council should and might be exercised by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by and 
with the advice of Her said Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, to whom, with the advice 
aforesaid, power w'as thereby given from time to time to make certain Orders and Regu- 
lations for the purposes in said several Acts mentioned : 

And whereas it lias been represented to the Lord Lieutenant and Council of Ireland 
that the importation of offal from Scotland to Ireland under proper regulations ought to 
be permitted : 

Now we, James, Marquess of Abercorn, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by and with the 
advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in exercise of the powers 
given to us by the statutes aforesaid, order as follows: — 

1. In this Order the word “ offal ” shall mean and include intestines and bladders of 
cows, heifers, bulls, bullocks, oxen, calves, sheep, and swine. 

2. From and after the date of the publication of this Order in the cc Dublin Gazette,” 
it shall be lawful to import offal from that part of Great Britain aforesaid called Scotland 
into Ireland ; and all offal so imported shall be exempted from the operation of the said 
in part recited Orders, but shall be so imported, subject to the restrictions and conditions 
hereinafter mentioned and set forth ; that is to say, 

The exporter of such offal shall duly make a solemn declaration in the form annexed 
to this Order, which declaration shall be forwarded to the consignee ; and no casks con- 
taining such offal shall be delivered to the consignee until he shall have handed over the 
said declaration to the collector of customs for the port or place at which such offal shall 
be landed ; and no casks containing such offal shall be so delivered until the expiration of 
three days after landing. 

No offal shall be imported from any Scotch port into Ireland except in casks which 
have been thoroughly whitewashed outside with a solution of quicklime previous to 
shipment. 

The premises containing such imported offal shall be open to the inspection of an 
inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant in pursuance of the said statutes. 

3. Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of the said Acts, for 
every such offence forfeit any sum not exceeding twenty pounds sterling which the jus- 
tices before whom he or she shall be convicted of such offence may think fit to impose. 
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Declaration.

I [Nome in full, place of residence, the county or shire, and the occupation of the ex- 
porter to be herein stated ] do solemnly and sincerely declare that the offal intended to be 
exported by me to [name in full, and place of residence of the consignee to be herein stated], 
is the offal of animals killed and found fit for human food, under the supervision of a duly 
appointed inspector in a regularly licensed slaughter-house in Scotland, and that such offal 
has been packed in salt for a period of not less than ninety-three days previous to the time 
of my now making this declaration, and to said offal being shipped, and has been so packed 
in iron-bound, water-tight casks, thoroughly coopered up for at least twenty-one days 
previous to the time of my now making this declaration, and to the shipment of said 
offal 

And I make this solemn declaration, conscientiously believing the same to be true, and 
by virtue of the provisions of an Act made and passed in the Sessions of Parliament of the 
5th and 6th years of the reign of his late Majesty King William IV., intituled “ An Act to 
repeal an Act of the present Session of Parliament, intituled an Act for the more effec- 
tual abolition of oaths and affirmations taken and made in various departments of the 
State, and to substitute declarations in lieu thereof, and for the more entire suppression of 
voluntary and extra-judicial oaths and affidavits, and to make other provisions for the 
abolition of unnecessary oaths.” 

Declared at day of 186 .

boat, vessel, or steamer, or any public conveyance, or to expose in any market or fair in 
Ireland, or to export from Ireland, any cattle (meaning any cow, heifer, bull, bullock, ox, 
or calf) affected with foot or mouth distemper, or any sheep affected with foot or mouth dis- 
temper, foot rot or scab : 

An d whereas it is deemed expedient and necessary for the purposes in the said Acts 
mentioned, to make the Orders and Regulations hereinafter contained : 

Now We, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland., by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s 
Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in exercise of the powers vested in us by the said 
Statute, called “ The Cattle Disease Act (Ireland), 1866,” and of the other Statutes

5. It shall not be lawful to expose in any market, fair, or public place, any cattle 
affected with pleuro-pneumonia, or foot-and-mouth, or apthous distemper, or any sheep 
affected with foot-and-mouth or apthous distemper, or any swine affected with, foot-and- 
mouth or apthous distemper, or typhus, or scarlatina, or small-pox, or the malady gene- 
rally known as “ the soldier,” or the “ red disease,” or with swine cholera. 

6. It shall not be lawful to move or remove any cattle affected with pleuro-pneumonia, 
or foot-and-mouth or apthous distemper, or any sheep affected with foot-and-mouth or 
apthous distemper, or any pig or swine affected with foot-and-mouth or apthous distemper, 
or typhus, or scarlatina, or Bmall-pox, or the malady generally known as c the soldier, or 
with swine cholera, from any farm, lands, premises, or place in which such animal or 
animals has or have been for more than six days previous to such removal : Provided 
always, that nothing in this Order contained shall prevant the movement or removal of 
an animal so affected for immediate slaughter, that is to say, such animal to be slaugh- 
tered within 48 hours from the commencement of such movement. 
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7. It shall not be lawful to permit any cattle, sheep, swine, or goats, affected with anv 

disease, or distemper, whatsoever, to be carried along any railway, or to be or remain in 
any pen, carriage, truck, horse-box, vehicle, or boat, along or in company with anv 
healthy cattle, sheep, swine, or goats. y 

8. Every pen, carriage, truck, horse-box, vehicle, or boat, from time to time, and as 
often as it may be used in the safe keeping or transit of any cattle, sheep, swine or o- 0 ats 
shall be cleansed and disinfected within 24 horns from the time when it shall have been 
last in use, and before it shall be used again, and such cleansing and disinfection shall be 
effected in the following manner : — 

By sweeping out and effectually removing all dung, sawdust, litter, or other 
matter from the pen, carriage, truck, horse-box, vehicle, or boat, and then by 
thoroughly washing the same with water, and then by applying to the floor and to 
all parts above the floor of the pen, carriage, or truck, and to the sides, floor and 
ceiling of the hold of the boat, and to every other part of the boat with which animals 
or then- droppings come in contact, a coating of lime-wash 'made up by mixing o- 0 od 
freshly burnt lime with water, and containing in each gallon of lime-wash four ounces 
of fresh dry chloride of lime, such lime-wash to be prepared immediately before use. 
The sweeping shall be well mixed with quick-lime, and effectually removed from 
contact with animals.

Whereas, by an Order of the Lords Justices of Ireland in Council, bearing date the 
22nd day of June 1868, and made under and by virtue of <f The Cattle Disease Act 
(Ireland), 1866,” and the other Statutes therein referred to, it was amongst other things 
ordered that from and after the date of the publication of that. Order in the “ Dublin 
Gazette,” animals landed and moved in Ireland under the terms of that Order should not 
be exported from any port or place in Ireland to any port or place in Great Britain; and 
further, that notwithstanding anything in the therein mentioned Order, dated 17th 
January 1868, it should not be lawful for any person to import and remove any animal 
from Great Britain into Ireland, save and except such animal as should have been born 
wiffnn, and which has never been out of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland : 

And whereas it is now deemed expedient to repeal the said portions of the said Order 
bearing date the 22nd day of June, 1868 : 

Now we, the Lords Justices, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in 
Ireland, do hereby, in exercise of the powers vested in us by the said Statutes, Order and 
direct as follows, that is to say : — 

Prom and after the day of the date of the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin 
Gazette, the said recited portions of the said Order of the 22nd June 1868, are hereby 
repealed and animals landed and moved in Ireland under the terns of the said Order 
bearing date the 22nd day of June 1868, maybe exported from any port or place in 
Ireland to any port or place in Great Britain. 

And it shall be lawful for any person to import and remove any animal from Great 
■Britain into Ireland which has been imported into Great Britain from Spain or Portugal,

thereof to the constabulary officer in charge of and at the nearest constabulary station; 
or, if within the Dublin metropolitan police district, to . the. superintendent, or the 
inspector, or acting inspector, or his or their representative in charge of and at the 
nearest police station. 

7. Every constable and every inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant to act as 

such, shall have power to enter upon and inspect any lands, premises, or place, in which 
he has reasonable grounds for supposing that any animal is labouring under the said dis- 
order, and to examine and inspect, whenever and wherever he may deem it necessary, 
any animal on or within such lands, premises, or place which he has reason to suspect to be 
labouring under the disorder, and such constable shall report the fact of every such visit, 
with its results, to the Inspector General of Constabulary, or, if within the Dublin metro- 
politan police district, to one of the Commissioners of the Dublin metropolitan police, and 
to the petty sessions court of the district in which such visit has been made, at the next 
sit tin o' of such court., if the district be not within the Dublin metropolitan police district. 
Every constable and inspector shall, if required, state in writing the grounds on which 
he has so entered into such lands, premises, or place. . 

8. Whenever any constable shall receive or obtain information that any animal is 
labouring under the said disorder, he shall visit the farm, lands, premises, or place on or 
in which such animal is, and there see such animal, and make diligent inquiry relative to 
the subject-matter of such information, and shall by the next post, or, if possible, by 
telegram, communicate the result of such inquiry to the Chief Secretary or the Under 
Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, who, if he deems it necessary, shall direct such further 
steps to be taken as may appear to him desirable, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
such animal is affected with the disorder', and direct measures to be adopted for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provisions of this Order. 

9. A magistrate, on receiving from a constable a report, such as that to be transmitted 
to the Chief Secretary, or the Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant as aforesaid, and 
being satisfied that there are reasons for grave suspicion that the animal or animals men- 
tioned in such report, is, or are labouring under said disorder, shall have power to issue an 
order (to be in operation three days, or until such time as the constabulary or Dublin 
metropolitan police officer in charge of the nearest constabulary or police station, shall 
have ascertained that the animal or animals so reported is, or are free from the said dis- 
order), prohibiting the removal of such animal or animals from the farm, land, premises, 
or place where it or they may be, and requiring all other animals to be kept separate and 
apart from it or them ; and that no animal shall be moved from or allowed to leave 
such farm, land, premises, or place, except on the conditions set forth in this Order ; and 
such lands, premises, or place shall, for the time being, and until the constabulary or 
police officer in charge of the nearest constabulary or Dublin metropolitan police station, 
gives notice to the contrary, be an infected place or district. 

10. All animals affected with pleuro-pneumonia or the lung distemper, or evincing any 
of the symptoms of that disease shall, whenever it is practicable, be separated from all 
other animals, and kept isolated ; and no animal affected with the disease shall be moved 
from or to any place, except on the conditions set forth in this Order for such 
movement. 

11. No . animal shall he moved from an infected place or district, except under a license 
obtained from the officer in charge of the nearest constabulary or police station, and 
under such conditions as are set forth in this Order, or as may be otherwise ordered by 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

12. Licenses in the form set forth in Schedule I. of this Order, may be given for the 
removal, but. not for immediate slaughter, of healthy animals from an infected place or 
district, provided that, previous to applying for such license, the owner of the animal or 
animals, or his or her agent, or the person in charge of it or them, shall make a decla- 
ration.beforeoneofHer Majesty’s Justices of the Peace, according to the form set forth in 
the said schedule, and to the. effect that the animal or animals intended to be moved is or 
are, as far as can be ascertained by diligent inquiry, free from contagious or infectious 
disease, and from all maladies of a like nature, and lias or have not been herded or in 
contact with any animal affected with a contagious or infectious disease at any time 
during the immediately preceding 10 days. A sufficient number of such forms of decla- 
ration and licenses shall be supplied to the constabulary officers in infected districts. 

13. Licenses in the form set forth in Schedule II. of this Order may be given for the 

removal 
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removal from an infected place or district, for immediate slaughter of diseased animals, or 
of animals which have been in contact with diseased animals, but only to such place and 
m such manner as may be approved of by the licensing or other officer authorised in’ that 
behalf, and under such regulations as the Lord Lieutenant may from time to time direct : 
and such slaughter shall take place before the termination of the day next following the 
date of such license ; and a certificate in the form set forth in Schedule II. of this Order 
shall be signed by the owner of the premises on which the animal or animals is or are 
slaughtered, or Ins agent ; and the certificate as well as the license shall be together bv 
him either sent by post or otherwise delivered within two clear days immediately after 
the date of the license to the officer in charge of the constabulary station nearest to the 
place of slaughter ; and no animal so moved shall, during such movement, or previous 
to such slaughter, be allowed to be near to or in contact with any other animal not intended 
ior immediate slaughter. A sufficient number of such forms of application, licenses, and 
certificates, shall be supplied to the constabulary officers in infected districts. 

14. Animals affected with pleuro-pneumonia may be slaughtered on the farm lands 
premises, or place m or on which they happen to be; but previous notice of such slau-hter 
shall be given to the officer in charge of the nearest constabulary or police station. ° 

15. The windpipe, lungs, heart, and other contents of the chest which have been 
removed from animals which have been slaughtered, or have died while affected with 
pleuro-pneumonia, shall, immediately after such removal, be either buried six feet beneath 
the surface of the earth, along with a sufficient quantity of quicklime to cover them or 
be disinfected by the sufficient application of quicklime, or by boiling down or bv some 
other process approved of by the Lord Lieutenant; but in no case shall the windnine 
lungs, heart, or any of the other contents of the chest of an animal affected with pleuro- 
pneumonia be added to dung, offal, or other matter such as is used for rnauure for 
agricultural purposes. 


16. Every person having or keeping a slaughter-house or knacker’s yard, and every 
butcher or slaughterer of annuals, and every other person who slaughters or causes to be 
slaughtered an animal, affected with pleuro-pneumonia, or receives an animal or the 
carcase, or part of a carcase, of an animal so aftected, shall, on the day of such slaughter or 
receipt of such a carcase, report or cause to be reported the same, and the name and 
address of the person from whom the animal or carcase has been received, or to whom it 
belongs or belonged, to the officer in charge of the nearest constabulary or nolice 
station. J 1 


17. Every person having in his possession or custody an animal which has died from or 
while affected with or labouring under, pleuro-pneumonia, shall on the day of the death 
of such animal, give notice of the same to the officer in charge of the nearest con- 
stabulary or police station. 

. 18- Within the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, and such other districts as may from 
time to time be determined by the Lord Lieutenant, animals affected with pleuro-pneu- 
monia may be moved, for slaughter or otherwise, under a license, to such place, and hi such 
manner, and under such regulations previous to such movement, as shall be approved of 
by the licensing or other officer authorised in that behalf by the Lord Lieutenant ; but 
the place to which an animal or animals so affected, and not intended for immediate 
slaughter, is or are moved, shall be an “ Infected District ” according to the reo-ulations 
set forth in this Order, and such animal or animals so moved shall be kept isolated°or apart 
from all healthy animals. 

19. Within the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, and such other districts as may 
from time to time be determined by the Lord Lieutenant, animals which, although appar- 
ently healthy, have not been kept apart for a period of ten clear days from all infec- 
tiously or contagiously diseased animaJs, may be moved from an infected place or district 
under a license, to such place, aud in such manner, and under such reo-ulations as shall 
be approved of by the licensing or other officer authorised in that behalf by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant ; but such animals so moved shall not be brought into a public market or fair, and 
shall be kept apart from all non-suspected or healthy animals until the termination of a 
period of ten clear days from the date of the last day of their being herded with, or kept 
in the same shed or stable with a diseased animal, and the place to which they are so 
brought shall, until the termination of such period of teu days, be an infected place or 
district. 

20. No animal affected with pleuro-pneumonia or lung distemper shall be exposed in a 
fair, market, or other public place where animals are commonly exposed for sale, or be 
Bent or carried on a railway, or on a canal or river, or other inland navigation, or on or in 
a coasting vessel, or be carried, led, or driven on a highway or thoroughfare. Any animal 
first becoming aftected during movement may proceed to its ultimate destination, provided 
that during the continuance of such movement such animal is not allowed to come in 
fresh contact with any other animal, and that it shall not be sent, put, or allowed to go 
on board a coasting or other vessel, or be sent to or exposed in any fair or market. 

21. The constabulary, or police, or other officer authorised in that behalf by the Lord 
Lieutenant, may cause a temporary mark to be put ou any animal in an infected district 
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for tbe purpose of the better preventing its clandestine removal therefrom, and another 
animal being substituted for it. 

22. Sheds and places used by diseased cattle arc forthwith, after beiug so used, to be, 
as far as it is practicable to do 60 , cleansed and disinfected in such manner as the Lord 
Lieutenant shall from time to time direct. 

23. No person, for the purpose of inspecting, dealing, or in any way whatsoever inter- 
fering with a diseased animal, or any part of a diseased animal, except by the permission 
of the owner or his agent, or who is authorised to do so for the purposes of carrying out 
the provisions of the Cattle Diseases Act (Ireland), shall enter on or into any farm, lands, 
premises, or place which is or are under restrictions as an infected place or district in pur- 
suance of this Order. 

24. The owner or his agent, or the person in charge or in care of the animals, or of the 
arms, lands, premises or place forming an infected place or district, shall, when called on 
to do so by an order under the authority of the Lord Lieutenant, give, either in writing 
or verbally, to the constabulary or police, a full and true account of the number of animals 
within the said infected place or district, and of all the particulars required relating there- 
to ; and such account or report, or its purport, shall be forthwith forwarded to the Veterin- 
ary Department of the Privy Council Office. 

25. The constabulary shall every seven days make a fresh report, which shall he sent 
without delay to the Under Secretary. 

26. If any person fails to give, produce, do, or observe any notice, license, thing, or rule 
which he is by this Order, or any regulation of the Lord Lieutenant thereunder required 
to give, produce, do or observe, he shall, in every such case, be deemed guilty of an offence 
against this Order. 

27. If any person refuses admission to any constable or inspector acting under this 
Order, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence under this Order. 

2S. Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of said Acts, for every 
such offence forfeit any sum not exceeding 20 l. sterling ; and where any such act is 
committed with respect to more than four animals, a penalty not exceeding 5 l. for each 
animal may be imposed instead of the penalty of 20 /. 


29. This Order shall extend to all that part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland called Ireland.

Section 7 of the “ Cattle Disease (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1870,” enacts as follows: — 
If any person does any of the following things, he shall be guilty of an offence against this Act : 

(1.) If he does anything for which a license is requisite under this Act, or any order under this Act, 
without having obtained a license. 

(2.) If, where such a license is requisite, having obtained a license in that behalf, he does the thing 
licensed after the license has expired. 

(3.) If he uses, or offers, or attempts to use, as such a license, an instrument not being a complete 
license, or an instrument untruly purporting or appearing to be a license, unless he shows, to the satis- 
faction of the justice before whom he is charged, that he did not know of such incompleteness or 
untruth, and that he could not with reasonable diligence have obtained such knowledge. 

(4.) If he fabricates or alters, or offers or utters, knowing the same to be fabricated or altered, any 
license, declaration, certificate, or instrument made or issued, or purporting to be made or issued, under 
or for any purpose of this Act or any such order. 

(5.) If for the purpose of obtaining any license, certificate, or instrument, under or for the purposes of 
any such provision, he makes a declaration or representation false in any material particular, unless he 
snows, to the satisfaction of the justice before whom he is charged, that he did not know of such 
falsity, and that he couldjiot with reasonable diligence have obtained such knowledge. 
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(6,) If he obtains or endeavours to obtain any such license, certificate, or instrument, by means of 
any false pretence, unless be shows, to the satisfaction of the justice before whom he is charged, that he 
did not know of such falsity, and that he could not with reasonable diligence have obtained such 
knowledge. 

(7.) If he grants or issues any such license, certificate, or instruments, being false in any material 
particular, unless he shows, to the satisfaction of the justice before whom he is charged, that lie did not 
know of such falsity, and that he could not with reasonable diligence have obtained such knowledge. 

And in such case he shall be liable, on conviction, in the discretion of the justice, to ho imprisoned for 
any term not exceeding three months, with or without hard labour, in lieu of tho pecuniary penalty to 
which he is liable under this Act.

2. From and after the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin Gazette,” it shall be 
lawful to land at or within the premises known as the Custom House Docks, in the port 
of Dublin, all foreign animals, except such as shall have come from, or shall have been at 
any time within three months next previous to such landing, in any of the countries men- 
tioned in the Schedule to this Order. 

3. All foreign animals landed in Ireland under the provisions of this Order shall be 
subject to the same rules and regulations as Spanish and Portuguese cattle are now 
subject to.

Whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the Session of the 1 1th and 12th years of the 
reign ox Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, c. 107, which has been continued by subse- 
quent Acts of Parliament still in force, certain powers and authorities are °iven to make 
such orders and regulations as are therein mentioned, for the purpose of preventing the 
spreading of contagious or infectious diseases among cattle, sheep, horses, swine, and other 
animals : 

And whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the Session of the 29th year of the 
reign of Her said Majesty, c. 4, it is amongst other things enacted, that the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her 
Majesty s Privy Council in Ireland, shall and may exercise the aforesaid powers and author- 
ities, and also from time to time make such orders and regulations as to him or them may 
seem necessary for the purposes in the said several Acts mentioned : 

And whereas by an Act of Parliament passed in the Session of the 33rd and 34th years 
of the reign of Her said Majesty, c. 36, the aforesaid Act of Parliament passed in the 29th 
year of the reign of Her said Majesty, c. 4, has been amended : 

IN o\v‘ We, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s 
Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in pursuance of the powers so vested in us, and of 
every other power enabling us in this behalf, order and direct as follows : 

That from and after the date of the publication of this Order in the Dublin 
Gazette ” — 

1. Cattle, sheep, goats, or swine, brought from any place in the dominions of the 
Emperor of Russia, or from Schleswig-Holstein, shall not be landed at any port or 
place in Ireland. 

2. The following articles brought from any place in the dominions of the Emperor 
of Russia or Schleswig-Holstein, shall not be landed at any port or ulace in Ireland : — 
Manure or hay. 

3. The following articles brought from any place in the dominions of the Emperor 
of Russia, or from Schleswig-Holstein, shall not be landed at any port or place in Ire- 
land, except at the port of Dublin, and shall not be removed from the place where 
landed without a certificate of an inspector appointed in that behalf by the Lord 
Lieutenant,, certifying that such articles are not likely to introduce any contagious or 
infectious disease : — Meat, hides, fat, hoofs, or horns. 

Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of said Acts, for each 
offence incur a penalty not exceeding 20 7.; and when any such offence is committed with 
respect to more than four animals, a penalty not exceeding 5 7. for each animal may be 
imposed instead of a penalty of 20 1 .

107, and the Acts 
continuing the same, “ The Cattle Disease (Ireland) Act, 1866,” and “ The Cattle 
Disease (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1870,” and every other power enabling us in this 
behalf, do hereby order and direct as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order shall take effect from and immediately after the 7th day of March 
1873. 

2. From the said 7th clay of March 1873, so much of “ The Transit of Animals Order 
of May 1871,” as relates to the “ transit of animals by sea,” and the "cleansing and dis- 
infection of vessels,” shall be and the same is hereby repealed. 

3. This Order is divided into three parts, as follows : — 

Part I. — Places used for animals on board vessels. 

Part II. — Cleansing and disinfection of vessels. 

Part III. — Penalties. 

4. In this Order the term “ animals ” means and includes bulls, bullocks, oxen, cows, 
heifers, calves, sheep, lambs, goats, kid3, swine, and all ruminating animals, and also 
horses ; the term “ Lord Lieutenant,” means and includes the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
and the Lords Justices or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
being ; and the term “ person,” includes a body corporate or incorporate. 

PART I. 

Places used for Animals on Board Vessels. 

5. With respect to places used for animals on board vessels, the following regulations 
shall have effect : — 

(1.) Every such place shall be divided into pens by substantial divisions. 

(2.) Each pen shall not exceed nine feet in breadth, or 15 feet in length. 

(3.) The floor of each pen shall have proper battens, or other foot-holds thereon. 

(4.) Every such place, if enclosed, shall be ventilated by means of separate inlet 
ana outlet openings, of such size and position as will secure a proper supply of air 
to the place in all states of weather. 

6. Between each 1st day of November and the next following 30th day of April (both 
days inclusive), freshly shorn sheep shall not be carried on the deck of a vessel. 

7. When sheep are carried on the deck of a vessel proper gangways shall be provided, 
either between or above the pens in which the sheep are carried. 


PART II. 

Cleansing and Disinfection of Vessels. 

With respect to cleansing and disinfection of vessels, the following regulations shall 
have effect : — 

8. Every ship, boat or vessel used in Ireland for carrying or removing animals 
shall, after the close or termination ot each voyage, and. before any other animal 
or animals is or are taken on board, be cleansed and disinfected in manner following, 

(1.) By the sweeping out of the hold and every other part of the vessel used for 
animals, and the effectual removal therefrom of all dung and other animal excretions 
and litter, and also of all ashes, sand, sawdust, and other matter with which animals 
or their droppings have or might have come in contact. 

(2.) Then, by the thorough scrubbing, scouring, or washing of the same parts of 
such ship, boat, or vessel. - 

(3.) Then, by the application to the sides, floor, and ceiling ot the hold, and to 
• every other part of such ship, boat or vessel with which animals or their droppings 
have or might have come in contact, of a coating of whitewash made by mixing good 
freshly-burnt lime and whiting with water, and containing in each gallon of white- 
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■wash so made either one-fifth of a pint of commercial carbolic acid, or one-fifth of 
a pint of commercial cresylic acid, or four ounces of fresh dry chloride of lime or of 
chioralum ; such whitewash to be prepared immediately before use. 

The sweepings of the vessel shall be well mixed with quicklime, and effectually 
removed from contact with animals. ' ^ 

9. The Lord Lieutenant, is hereby authorised to appoint inspectors at ports or places 
in Ireland used for the loading and unloading of ships, boats, or vessels, with power for 
such inspectors to. inspect all ships, boats, and vessels, respectively, used in Ireland for 
carrying or removing animals, and to prosecute the owners thereof, their agents shin 
captains, and ship masters, for non-compliance with this Order. ° 1 b 


PART III. 

Penalties. 

10. Every shipowner, ship agent, ship captain or master, or other person, who shall 

receive or take any animal on board of any ship, boat, or vessel with respect to which 
any of the rules or regulations of this Order have not been complied with, and over 
which ship, boat, or vessel such shipowner, ship agent, ship captain, master or person 
has any control, whether partial or otherwise, shall be guilty of an offence against this 
Order. ° 

11. Every person offending against this Order shall, in pursuance of the said Acts 

rorieit and be liable to a penalty not exceeding 201. sterling for each such offence • and 
■where any such offence is committed with respect to more than four animals, a penalty

Now, We, the Lords Justices General and General Governors ot Ireland, by and with 
the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, do hereby, in pursuance of the 
powers vested in U3 by law, order and direct as tollows : 

Thai from and after the date of the publication of this Order in the “ Dublin Gazette”— 

1. In this Order the term “ animal ” shall mean any cow, heifer, bull, bullock, ox, calf, or 
swine ; and the term “ malady,” or “ disease,” or “ disorder,” respectively shall mean, in 
relation to cattle, blood strike, or splenic apoplexy, whether it be called by either of those 
names or by any of the names mentioned in Schedule II. of this Order, and of which the 
general symptoms are described in Schedule T. ; and in swine the red disease, or the 
soldier, or hog cholera, or scarlatina, or the blue disease ; and the words “ .affected ” or 
" attacked,” or “ diseased,” shall mean respectively affected with the said disease, whether 
it be called by any of the names mentioned in this Order or in Schedule II. thereof. 

2. The expression “ police station ” shall mean a station in connexion with the Royal

3. The word “ constable ” shall signify a sub-constable, constable, or any officer of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary Force or of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 

4. Every person having in his possession, or in his custody or care, an animal affected 
with, or labouring under, or having any of the symptoms of the said disorder, or who has 
a farm, lands, premises, or place in his possession or care,- on or in which there is an 
animal so affected, shall forthwith give notice thereof to the constabulary officer in charge 
of and at the nearest police station ; or, if within the Dublin Metropolitan police district, 
to the superintendent, or the inspector, or acting inspector, or his or their representative 
in charge of and at the nearest police station. 

5. Whenever any constable shall receive or obtain information that any animal is 
labouring under the said disorder, he shall visit the farm, lands, premises, or place, on or 
in which such animal is, and there make careful inquiry relative to the subject-matter of 
such information, and shall, by the next post, or, if necessary, by telegram, communicate 
the result of such inquiry to the Director of the Veterinary Department. 

6. Every constable, within his district, shall have power to enter upon and inspect any 
lands, premises, or place on or in which he has reasonable grounds for supposing that 
any animal is labouring under the said disorder, and to examine and inspect, whenever 
and wherever he may deem it necessary, any animal within such district which he has 
reason to suspect to be labouring under the disorder ; and such constable shall report 
the fact of every such visit, with its results, to the Director of the Veterinary Department ; 
but every constable shall, if required, state, in writing, the grounds on which lie has so 
entered into such lands, premises, or place. 

7 . All animals affected with the said disease or evincing any of the symptoms, shall, 
whenever it is practicable, be separated from all other animals and kept isolated. 

8. Every animal which has died whilst affected with the said disease shall be immediately 
buried whole, and without having been opened or skinned ; the carcase to be buried, if 
possible, at least six feet beneath the surface of the ground, and, before being covered 
with earth or other matter, to be thoroughly covered with a sufficient quantity of quick- 
lime to insure its destruction. 

9. No use shall be made for food of man or beast of any animal or part of an animal 
which may have died whilst affected with the said disease. 

10. The place selected for burial may, by order of the constabulary, or of the officer 
authorised by the Lord Lieutenant to act in that behalf, be on the farm, lands, premises, 
or place in or on which the animal or animals has or have died. 

11. It shall not be lawful for any person, except with the license of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or from an officer appointed by him to grant such a license, to dig up or cause to

Schedule I. 


Symptoms of the Disease referred to in the foregoing Order. 

In cattle the malady generally appears suddenly, the affected animal ceasing to eat and 
ruminate, being attacked by chills, partial sweats and shiverings ; the body alternately 
hot and cold ; skin dry ; staring coat : back and loins tender to the touch ; pressure on the 
surface of those parts which ultimately become principally affected causing great pain ; 
the strength rapidly failing ; prostration becoming extreme ; the gait or progression 
becoming staggering ; or the animal is unable to walk, often becoming as if partially 
paralysed, and remaining almost constantly lying down, and, if made to stand up, arching 
its back, and, in moving, drags its limbs after it, and shortly cannot be made to move, 
soon falling down, struggling convulsively, lowing as if in pain, turning its head towards its 
flanks, expelling, almost without an effort, soft and bloody matter from the bowels, part of 
which sometimes protrudes ; the heart beating with great violence ; the pulse being small, 
quick, irregular, and intermittent ; the white or margins of the eyeballs being injected and 
of a dark reddish colour; the breathing becoming laboured and difficult: the belly 
becoming distended ; the teeth being ground together ; the tongue becoming blue, swollen, 
and its end protruding from the mouth ; the saliva then becoming frothy ; blood flowing 
from the nostrils ; the eyes watery, dull, and sunken ; tumours, circumscribed or extensive, 
sometimes merely a diffused elevation of the surface, forming on the exterior of the 
animal, sometimes on its back and loins, sometimes at the throat, or on one or more of the 
quarters, the limb swelling; these enlargements, when felt or pressed on, giving a 
crackling or crepitating sensation to the hand ; although at first very sensitive to the 
touch, these swellings or elevations of the surface eventually becoming insensible ; the 
temperature of the animal, which in the first stage is high, as the disease advances 
becoming diminished in the affected parts, often to absolute coldness ; in fact, the general 
temperature becoming markedly lowered; the weakness becoming extreme, and life 
becoming extinguished, often without a struggle ; but not unfrequently the malady, in- 
stead of being ushered in with prostration and the generally accompanying symptoms just 
described, rapidly assumes those of the most intense excitement, inducing great and 
dangerous violence, not alone to the animal itself but also to its attendants. All of the 
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symptoms described may be present in a single case, or but few of them. Sometimes 
death is almost instantaneous, leaving no external appearance of disease. In other cases 
it occurs in from 12 to 30 hours. Recoveries, however, occasionally occur, but generally 
in cases in which the symptoms are mild and in which no symptoms of gangrene or morti- 
fication have appeared in any part of the animal. 

In the pig the disease usually assumes a rapid and destructive form, the animal often 
falling down and quickly dying without the least premonitory symptom or even suspicion 
of its being ill : sometimes the affected pig drops dead while feeding • but generally the 
attacked animal evinces sudden loss of appetite, dullness, debility, smallness and frequency 
of pulse, ears, and tail motionless. In many cases the eyes become wild and projecting 
their margins of a dark red colour ; the mouth partly opened, reddish inside, and Gene- 
rally frothy. Often the animal buries itself in the litter. The skin becomes of a livid or 
reddish colour, particularly where it is thin, as inside the thighs, fore legs, and on the 
stomach. The discolouration of the skin is the most frequently present symptom. The 
breathing is frequent and laboured. In many cases the pig cries as if in pain ; convul- 
sions often precede the appearance of reddish spots, which are darker on the ears, belly 
and inner surfaces of the limbs, and wherever the skin is thinnest ; paralysis of the hind 
quarters is often present ; the bowels become moved involuntarily, the discharge from 
them being fetid and bloody. There is a lowering of the general temperature. The 
beatings of the heart cannot be felt, and the animal dies in from 24 to 48 hours. When 
recoveries take place, the malady is of a mild form.

1. The provisions of this Order, so long as the same shall be in force in any poor law 
union, shall within such union be substituted for the provisions of the said Order made by 
the Lord Lieutenant, by and with the advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland 
on the 8tli day of April 1871, without prejudice, nevertheless, to the prosecution of any 
offence that may have been committed against the said Order, or to the recovery of any 
penalty in respect qf such offence. 

2. This Order may be cited as " The Pleuro-pneumonia (Ireland) Order, 1876,” and all 
the provisions herein contained may by that title be incorporated with, and put into opera- 
tion throughout any poor law union or unions, by any Order in Council to be hereafter 
made in pursuance of the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Acts. 

In this Order, — 

3. The term “ animal ” shall mean and include one or more animals, and any cow, 
heifer, bull, bullock, ox, or calf ; and the word " disease ” or “ disorder ” shall mean pleuro- 
pneumonia, or the lung distemper ; and the word " diseased ” or “ affected ” shall mean 
affected with pleuro-pneumonia, or the lung distemper, or evincing any of the symptoms 
of that disease. 

4. The term “ board of guardians ” shall mean the board of guardians of each poor law 
union in which this Order shall be put into operation or be in force. 

5. The term “ union ” shall mean each poor law union in which this Order shall be put 
into operation or be in force. 

6. The term " inspector ” shall mean a veterinary surgeon duly qualified to act as such 
according to the rules and regulations of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, or 
any other fit and proper person not qualified as aforesaid, whom the board of guardians 
may think fit to appoint, who has received veterinary education at a veterinary college, or 
who, from practical or other knowledge, shall be deemed by the board of guardians quali- 
fied to act as inspector, and duly appointed to act in that behalf by the board of guardians 
or under the authority of the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Act, 1876. 

7. The term " valuer,” shall mean the " inspector,” or in any case in which the guardians 
may be authorised by the Lord Lieutenant to appoint any person, not being the inspector, 
to act as valuer, shall mean any other person who from practical or other knowledge 
shall be deemed by the board of guardians qualified to act as valuer, and who shall 
have been duly appointed as occasion may require by the board of guardians under the 
authority of the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Act, 1876, for the purpose of valuing animals 
ordered to be slaughtered under this Order, and for which compulsory slaughter 
compensation may be given to the owner thereof, under the provisions of the afore- 
said Act. 

8. The term cc slaughter,” when used with respect to animals ordered to be buried, shall 
mean the depriving an animal of life by the usual application for that purpose of the 
" pole-axe,” or some other instrument similar to it in its application and effect, and with 
as little effusion of blood as is practically possible, and without that process of abstracting 
blood commonly had recourse to in the slaughter of animals intended for human food, 
but when used with respect to animals not ordered to be buried, shall mean slaughter in 
the manner in which animals intended for human food are usually slaughtered. 

9. The term " burial ” shall mean the burying of an animal in its whole state in the 
place where it was immediately before or after its death, or in a place assigned or selected 
by a board of guardians or an officer authorised by them to act on their behalf ; the car- 
case to be buried, if possible, at least six feet beneath the surface of the ground ; the skin 
to be slashed before burial, so as to render it useless, and the carcase, before being covered 
with earth or other matter, to be thoroughly covered with a sufficient quantity of quick- 
lime, or other animal product-destroying disinfectant, so as to insure, to the greatest pos- 
sible extent, its being innocuous as regards the propagation of the disease either by con- 
tagion or infection. 

10. "Constable” shall mean a constable or any higher officer of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary force or of the Dublin Metropolitan Police; “ constabulary officer” shall signify 
the head or other constable in charge of the nearest constabulary station, and within the 
Dublin metropolitan police district any inspector or acting inspecter, or his representative, 
in charge of the nearest police station. 

11. The term "justice” or "magistrate” shall mean and signify a person holding the 
« commission of the peace ” for the county, city, or borough in which the poor law union 
is wholly or partly included, and in which is or are situated the farm, lands, premises,

or place, or animal or animals, relative to which any declaration shall be made under this 
Order. 


12. The term an “ infected place ” or “ infected district ” shall mean, unless when other- 
wise ordered by the Lord Lieutenant, any field, stable, shed, cattle-house, yard, premises, 
inclosure or place on or in which there shall be, or shall have been at any time within 
the immediately preceding 30 days, an affected animal, and the adjoining lands, premises 
or places wholly or partly in the same occupation. 

13. An infected place or district shall remain and be considered an infected place or 
district, and be subject to the regulations herein applicable to an infected place or district 
so long as any case of disease exists on or within it, and for a period of 30 clear days from 
the last day on which the disease shall have existed within it, unless otherwise and con- 
ditionally ordered by the Lord Lieutenant, or until a notice has been received by the 
occupier of the infected district, or his agent, from the officer in charge of the nearest 
constabulary or police station, to the effect that such infected place or.district has ceased 
to be an infected place or district. 

14. The board of guardians of each union shall, without unnecessary delay, appoint an 
inspector and valuer for the purpose of carrying into effect this Order and the provisions 
of the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Act, 1876, and shall notify to the Lord Lieutenant, through 
the medium of the Director of the Privy Council Veterinary Department, the name, resi- 
dence, and qualification of such inspector and valuer. 

_ 15. Each board of guardians shall employ such inspector and valuer at such remunera- 
tion, and on such terms and conditions, and for such periods as shall from time to time be 
approved by the Lord Lieutenant. 

16. Each board of guardians shall keep a record of all animals slaughtered, or 
slaughtered and buried, or reserved for experimental treatment, under the provisions of 
the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Acts, in the form set forth in Schedule I. of this Order, and 
shall furnish weekly a copy of such record to the Director of the Privy Council Veterinary 
Department. 


17. Each board of guardians shall provide one or more fit and proper place 
or places, within the boundaries of their respective unions, for the burial of animals 
slaughtered and ordered to be buried under this Order, or which shall have died while 
affected. 


18. The place selected for burial of any animal or animals may, by order of the board 
of guardians, or of the officer authorised by them to act in that behalf, be on the farm, 
lands, premises, or place in or on which the animal or animals shall be or have been 
slaughtered, or had been immediately before slaughter. 

19. It shall not be lawful for any person, except with the license of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or of an officer appointed, by him to grant such licenses, to dig up or cause to be 
dug up or removed from the burial place, any carcase, or any part of a carcase of any

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23. All animals affected shall, whenever it is practicable, be separated from all other 
animals and kept isolated ; and shall be detained on the farm, lands, premises or places 
where they may be when first discovered to be affected, until such time as thev shall have 
been visited and examined by the inspector appointed by the Board of Guardians, or by 
any other inspector or officer appointed by the Lord Lieutenant. 

24. No animal affected shall be moved, while living, from any lands or premises ; and 
any animal first discovered to be affected during movement shall not be further moved on 
its journey or elsewhere from_ where it may be first discovered to be affected, except to 
the nearest available place for inspection and slaughter. 

25. It shall be the duty of every inspector and valuer, upon receiving any such report 
as aforesaid, forthwith to visit any animal, farm, lands, premises, or place, reported to be 
affected or infected, and to carefully inspect the same : and should he find that any animal 
is affected, the inspector shall, if he shall be of opinion that such animal ought to be 
slaughtered, if he be the valuer, at once value the animal, and if he be not the valuer, 
shall cause such animal to be at once valued by the valuer, and shall order such animal to 
be slaughtered; and he shall also order the burial of such animal, unless he shall be of 
opinion that the carcase would not be unsound, unwholesome, or unfit for human food ; 
and the inspector shall ascertain that his order is promptly carried out. After such 
slaughter, or slaughter and burial, the inspector shall transmit the notice above-men- 
tioned to the board of guardians, and also report to the board of guardians, in the form 
set forth in Schedule III. of this Order, and also in such form as the Lord Lieutenant 
may from time to time direct, to the officer in charge of the nearest constabulary 
station, and he shall further report to the Director of the Privy Council Veterinary 
Department, in such form as the Lord Lieutenant may from time to time direct, the 
nature of such disease and all particulars relating thereto, giving a full description of the 
animal so affected, including its age, condition, and sex ; and if of the male sex, 
whether castrated or not, and if of the female sex, whether pregnant, suckling young, 
or used as a milch animal or animals, and in every case whether such animal shall have 
been ordered to be buried or not, and if not ordered to be buried, whether the carcase 
shall have been retained by the owner. 

26. The value of the animal shall, in every case, be estimated as the actual value 
thereof immediately before being attacked by the disease, and in every case in which 
the burial of the animal shall not be ordered, the valuer shall also estimate the value 
of the carcase immediately after the slaughter. After the slaughter, or slaughter and 
burial, the valuer shall report to the guardians, in the form set forth in Schedule IV. 
to this Order annexed, the value of each animal slaughtered, and if not ordered to be 
buried, the value of the carcase. 

27. In every case in which the burial of the animal shall not be ordered, the valuer 
shall immediately declare the value of the carcase to the owner, who may then forth- 
with declare his option to retain the carcase, in which case he may dispose of it on his own 
account, but subject to any directions which the inspector may tnink proper to give 
as to the disposal thereof, and the value estimated as aforesaid shall in that case be 
deducted from any compensation payable to the owner under this Order. If the owner 
shall not elect so to retain the carcase, the guardians shall cause the value thereof to be 
realised to the best advantage, and all moneys realised by the disposal of such carcases 
shall be paid to the treasurer of the union and be by him carried to the credit of the 
union, and applied in reduction of the amount paid or payable by the guardians under 
the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Act, 1S76 ; and all such sums shall be entered in the 
record to be kept by the guardians, and in the copy thereof to be furnished by them 
as hereinbefore provided. In every case in which the owner shall elect to retain the 
carcase, the inspector shall deliver to him a written license to dispose thereof. 

28. After the receipt of the above-mentioned report from the valuer, the guardians 
shall cause compensation to the amount of three-fourths of the value of the animal, 
estimated as aforesaid, to be paid to the owner of each animal which shall have been 
slaughtered; pro vided always, that such compensation shall in no case exceed 301 for 
any one animal, and that the value of the carcase, if retained by the owner, shall be 
deducted ; and in case of such slaughtered cattle being insured, and the insurance being 
receivable by the owner, his heirs, executors, or assignees, no more than the excess, if 
any, of the three-fourths of such value so limited by this Order over the amount of insur- 
ance so receivable, shall be allowed as compensation. 

29. Compensation shall not be allowed or given for the slaughter of any animal, the 
owner, or the person in charge of which, shall have been guilty, in relation to such 
animal, of any act or omission in contravention of any of the provisions of the Cattle 
Disease (Ireland) Acts, or of any Council Order made thereunder. 

30. Licenses, in the form set forth in Schedule V. of this Order, may be given for the 
removal of healthy animals from an infected place or district, provided that, previous to 
applying for such license, the owner of the animal or animals, or his or her agent, or the 
person ?n charge of it or them, shall make a declaration before one of Her Majesty’s

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justices of the peace, according to the form set forth in the said Schedule, and to the 
effect that the animal or animals intended to be moved is or are, as far as can be ascer- 
tained by diligent inquiry, free from contagious or infections disease, and has or have not 
been in the same shed or herd, or in contact with any animal affected with a contagious 
or infectious disease at any time during the immediately preceding ten days. A sufficient 
number of such forms of declaration and licenses shall be supplied to the constabulary 
officers in infected districts. 


31. Licenses, in the form set forth in Schedule VI. of this Order, may be given for 
the removal from an infected place or district, for immediate slaughter, of diseased animals 
or of animals which have been in contact with diseased animals, but only to such place, 
and in such manner as may be approved of by the licensing or other officer authorised in 
that behalf, and under such regulations as the Lord Lieutenant may from thne to time 
direct ; and such slaughter shall take place before the termination of the day next follow- 
ing the date of such license; and a certificate in the form set forth in Schedule VI. of this 
Order shall be signed by the owner of the premises on which the animal or animals shall 
be slaughtered, or his agent : and the certificate as well as the license shall be together 
by him either sent by post or otherwise delivered within two clear days immediately 
after the date of the license to the officer in charge of the constabulary or police station 
nearest to the place of slaughter; and no animal so moved shall, during such movement 
or previous to such slaughter, be allowed to be near to or in contact with any other 
animal not intended for immediate slaughter.

We, the Lords Justices General and General Governors of Ireland, by and with the 
advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, in pursuance of the powers vested in 
us by the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Acts, 1866-1874, and the Cattle Disease (Ireland) Act, 
1876, and of every other power enabling us in this behalf, do hereby Order and direct as 
follows : — 

1. This Order shall take effect from the. publication of the same in the “Dublin 
Gazette.” 

2. This Order may be cited as the “ Glanders and Farcy Order, 1877.” 

3. The Order made on the 30th June 1868 relative to glanders and farcy, by the 
Lords Justices and Council of Ireland, shall be and the same is hereby revoked, without 
prejudice, nevertheless, to the prosecution of any offence that may have been committed 
against the last-mentioned Order, or to the recovery of any penalty in respect of such 
offence. 

4. In this Order the term “ Lord Lieutenant ” shall signify the Lord Lieutenant or 
other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being ; “ constable ” shall 
signify and include any constable or higher officer of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
Force or of the Dublin Metropolitan Police ; “constabulary officer” shall signify and 
include the head or other constable in charge of any constabulary station ; and within 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, the inspector, acting-inspector, or other consta- 
ble, in charge of any police station ; and within the Dublin Metropolitan Police District 
the words “ petty sessions court” shall include any of the offices of the divisional justices 
of the said district, and the word “'magistrate” shall mean one of the divisional justices 
of said district. 

5. Every person having in his possession or charge, a horse, mare, gelding, mule, jennet, 
or any other animal affected with glanders or farcy, or any of the symptoms resembling 
those of either of such diseases, shall immediately keep such animal separate from all 
animals not so affected, and diligently have recourse to all such measures to prevent the 
spread of infection or contagion as may from time to time be directed by the Lord Lieutenant, 
until such animal shall have been inspected by an inspector appointed in that behalf by 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

6. Every person having in his possession or in his custody or care, or who is treating or 
in any way otherwise dealing with an animal so affected, or who has a farm, lands, pre- 
mises or place in his possession or care, on or in which there is an animal so affected, 
shall forthwith give notice thereof to the constabulary officer in charge of and at the 
nearest constabulary station, or, if within the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, to the 
superintendent or the inspector or acting-inspector, or his or their representatives, in 
charge of and at the nearest police station. 

7. Every constable and every inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant to act as 
such, shall have power to enter upon and inspect any lands, premises, or place on or in 
which he has reasonable grounds for supposing that any animal is so affected, and to 
examine whenever and wherever he may deem it necessary any animal he has reason to 
suspect to be so affected on or within such lands, premises, or place ; and such constable or 
inspector shall report the fact of every such visit, with its results, to the Inspector General 
of Constabulary, or, if within the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, to one of the Com- 
missioners of the Dublin Metropolitan Police ; also to the Director of the Privy Council 
Veterinary Department, and to the Petty Sessions Court of the distinct in which such 
visit has been made, at the next sitting of such court, if the district be not within the 
Metropolitan Police District. 

8. Every constable and inspector shall, if required, state in writing the grounds on 
which he has so entered into such lands, premises, or place. 

9. It shall not be lawful to move or in any way use an animal affected with glanders 
or farcy or any of the symptoms resembling those of such diseases, except for the purpose 
of isolating it as herein ordered, or under a license obtained as herein provided; and no 
such movement shall be on, along, or in any public or other place not in the sole occupa- 
tion of the owner or other persons connected in the manner herein set forth with such 
animal, unless otherwise provided by and under such license as may be conditionally 
obtained from the Director of the Irish Privy Council Veterinary Department, or an 
officer authorised in that behalf by the Lord Lieutenant. 

10. It shall not be lawful for or to allow any such affected animal to have access to any 
well, pond, or stream, the waters of which can be or are used for the domestic or other 
purposes of human beings or by animals, or to any places or articles used by or for other 
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animals, or to be on or in any common, cliase, or field, or any other place, or premises
